tho shimmering heat. 
That 


stretch of 40 or 69 miles is the worst part; 
of tho Cocopah desert—a wide stretch of 
arid, sterile, sandy plain lying fur below 
the level of the sea and absolutely devoid 
of vegetation and life iu any form. Too 
hot and dry for even the lizard aud horned 
toad, the bent radiates from the sand and 
rocks with scorching effect, blistering tho 
skin. 


Forty or 00 miles is not a great distance, 


you any, und ought to bo covered in IUSH 
than 24 hours. 
Other good men havii 


thought the same and tried it. Their bonen 
scattered about on tho sand afford proof of 
their error. Every year for nearly halt u 
century that desert has claimed its vic- 
tims Bingly and in groups. Yearly since 
tho Argonauts drifted south from tlio gold 
fields iu the center of California men have 
started for tho Cocopuhs and never re- 
turned. 


Once having reached the mountains, you 


are not saved from death by thirst. There 
are but two or three places in all that range 
on the west Bide where water fit to drink 
may bo found. There are strange phenom- 
ena in that region, however, which are 
worthy of a scientific exploration. At tho 
foot of the mountains, on the west, is aluko 
known ns the Laguna Salado. It is prob- 
ably eight miles in length and from one to 
two miles iu width, lying parallel with tin- 
range. Tho waierisvery saltand has tides 
like the ocean's. Its shores are fringed 
with a marine vegetation, and it is evident 
that tho lake is fed from the gulf of Cali- 
fornia, but the gulf is moro than CO miles 
away, and u range of mountains intervenes.

Of the hundreds that have tried to reach 


these mountains, that El Dorado of inuclio 
oro, there are but a pitiful few that have 
ever returned. Among the latter are J. it 
Brown and Jacob Crawford, two old time 
miners. Four years ago they "outfitted" 
at tho little village of Campo und started 
for the Coeopah country. Two years later, 
gaunt, thin and hollow eyed, they drifted 
into the little Mexican town of Ensenadu, 
some 00 miles down the co.-)^. Their belts 
were full of gold, however, and after rest- 
ing they refitted and disappeared. From 
that time nothing was heard of them until 
Monday, when they arrived in this city. 


When they started for tho desert, iu ad- 


dition to the usual supply of provisions and 
necessary prospecting tools, they had made 
four canteens of nine, each of six gallons 
capacity and so constructed as to fit the 
backs of their burros. On tho back of each 
burro was also a 5-gullou Jieg. 
Their way 


led them south from Campo to Tajo, some 
30 miles south of the Mexican line. 1'rom 
there they went down tho Canon de la Pul- 
mas, and nine miles brought them to the 
edge of the desert. They decided to steer 
straight for what appeared a low pass in 
the Cocopah range and one that could not bo 
mistaken. One night the canteens and kegs 
were filled at the spring 2% miles up the 
canon, and the uext morning they started 
on their journey through that veritable val- 
ley of death. 


They had hoped to make tho pass by 


traveling constantly in 24 hours, but hero 
their experience failed them. The heat was 
worse than that of the Sahara, and the dry- 
ness of the atmosphere something of which 
they had not dreamed. They soon found 
that they could not engage- in conversation 
without their throats and tongues becom- 
ing Inflamed, and they went along in si- 
lence. The hot air seemed to shrivel their 
very lunga. Their canteens were constant- 
ly drawn upon, and by the time the moun- 
tains were reached those 192 quarts of wa- 
ter had disappeared, though it had been 
used sparingly. Suddenly tho old burro 
stumbling along in front half paused, 
threw up his head, the long ears went for- 
ward, and hia nostrils worked convulsively. 
The pause was but for an instant. Then 
he went forward at a pace that hurried his 
more heavily packed companions to main- 
tain. 


He had scented water. The first visible 


sign to the men was a spot of damp sand 
under the edge of a bowlder in tho bottom 
of the canyon. A short distance farther up 
a little stream trickled over the rocks, and 
not far above was a spring. 


The ever present heat was too intense for 


them to carry on their operations except in 
the early morning or late in tho afternoon, 
but they managed to get an ounce of gold 
a day. The nights were but little cooler 
than the days, and after the men had spent 
the usual two hours after sundown in tho 
placers they would stretch out naked on the 
land and endeavor to pass the night in 
sleep. Mosquitoes and other insects did not 
bother them, the heat being too great seem-

' TO EUROPE IN FOUR DAYS. 


CliuilffO Proposed For tho 1'urpoio of 


CJroully IiicrvitHlug StuiilUHlliii Spooil. 
Mr. -J. H. Biles, tho designer of the 


steamers Paris and New York, expresses in 
The North Amerii-im Review thu belief that 
within 10 years u vessel can "leave New 
York at noon and Wrivo at Southampton 
ut. noon ou tho fourth day ovit." To do this, 
however, will require tho enormous speed 
of 80 knots nu hour. 


For tho attainment of his speed, Mr. Biles 


relies on no factors wholly untried, but on 
tho adoption for ocean voyagesof some that 
are now familiar, but costly. The finns in 
thu further increase of mechanism iu pro- 
portion to tho total tonnage by carrying a 
smaller weight of cargo uud »larger weight 
of machinery. Could our fastest ships re- 
place their cargo by motive power, they 
could add, saj-8 this accredited end highly 
sanguine critic, from l>i to S knots an hour 
to their speed. Or if, instead ol citn-ylnit 
1,000 t,u l.GOO to..o o£ <H»-KO, „,, ,,v,v., t,liuU 
capability was mado less by COO tons, re- 
placing this by additional motive power, 
they would add a knot an hour to their 
speed. But it has not hitherto been deemed 
commercially wise so to sacrifice cargo to 
passengers and speed. We shall not stop to 
consider t he reduction of tho voyage by run- 
ning to Halifax instead of to New York. 


A second and a great source of gain thru 


is in thu lightening of t he engines and other 
paraphernalia of power through tho use ot 
a lighter metal, such for example as nickel 
steel. This now costs much more than mild 
steel, but is '10 to 50 pur cent stronger. It 
also costs no moro now than that steel did 
1111875. If this metal can replace steel in 
our best vessels, it will add, according to 
Mr. Biles, n knot an hour. 


Tbe process of getling moro work out o£ 


the same weight of machinery also goes ou 
gradually, while ns to tho boilers there is 
hopo of u far moro important advance. 
Even now some types do three times as 
much work per ton ns others, but could a, 
light boiler be found that would do as good 
work this problem of sain would be solved. 
If the locomotive typo of boiler, whicH.is 
ono of the lightest of tubular boilers, or 
those having the fire inside tho tubes and 
the water outside, give oa lona voyages 
two-thirds of their relative superiority on 
trial or ns used in torpedo boats, another 
gain of over a.i knot an hour will result. 
There are also tubulous boilers, with tho 
water inside the tubes and tho flro outside, 
whose performance, says Mr. Biles, "in re- 
lation to weight is much better than any 
o;] the tubular typo," and their develop- 
ment, which is especially looked for in 
America, will certainly bring higher speed. 


Then there is fuel. Improved combus- 


tion by forced draft and other devices may 
bo counted upon, but should oil bo substi- 
tuted for coal the weight carried will be 
reduced one-half, and this saving alone 
will give "a knot and a half more speed." 
Tho oil costs moro, and this cost would in- 
crease when the supply diminished with 
tho enormous quantities used by steam- 
ships, and it would also be necessary to ac- 
custom passengers to tho idea that the oil 
is safe us a fuel. 


Bigger ships will also bo faster. Length 


is most important for this purpose, and 
some forms of vessels can actually be mado 
to go faster with the same engine power by 
adding to their length, though this is not 
true of our best Atlantic liners. Yet even 
with tho latter an addition of 60 feet would 
require only 4 per cent more engine power 
to attain the sniuo speed and would yield 
10 per cent moro money earning capability. 
As to draft, an increase from tho usual 28 
feet to 30 feet would add 13^ knots more, 
with a gain of eight hours on tho run 
across. But of course in this matter har- 
bor and dock facilities must be considered. 


In fine, should nickel steel lie cheap 


enough for use in engines and should a 
light boiler be (secured for long voyages, tho 
speed may bo increased by two knots, whilo 
011 as fuel would carry the gain to S%, 
which would reduce the time record be- 
tween Sandy llook aud Queeustown from 
C days 1C hours to 4 days 10 hours. Increase 
the length of tho vessel to 1,000 feet, its 
width to 100 and its draft to UO and it will 
make .10 knots an hour and "be capable of 
crossing the Atlantic in a little over four 
days."—New York Sun. 


\VorniH In tho Brnln of a Bird. 


April 7,1890, two common bitterns were 


brought to mo to be mounted. 
One of 


tin-in was still alive, but did nob seem to be 
just natural, seemed to lack what wo might 
call bird intelligence and was smaller than 
the other uud poor in flesh. This bird was 
given to one of my pupils iu taxidermy. 
Miss Bcruice Pike, to mount. Whea tho 


o 
sever from tho neck, which was done by 
cutting through tho skull, the brain cavity 
was found to contain a mass of thread 
worms, occupying about one-third of tha 
brain cavity. These were seemingly like 
tho ordinary gordius or hair snake, about 
the sine of a gordius that is 3 inches 
Jong, and coiled in u mass in tho upper pos- 
terior part of tho brain and extending 
some down into the spinal canal. 


As near as I could say without removing- 


tin-in they occupied tho suburcbnoid space 
and bad absorbed much of the cerebrum 
and the upper part of the cerebellum, the 
outlines of the arbor vitae being plainly 
visible. I have never Been anything like 
this in any other bird, nor have I seen any 
account of worms being found parasitic in 
the brain before.—Gr. H. French in Science.

With summer heats come special dan- 


gers to tho poor and the ignorant, dan- 
gers that are unknown in the cold sea- 
son, dangers that do not menace thos« 
who have the knowledge of the laws ol 
sanitation that comes with even moderate 
education. The little children are the 
greatest sufferers from these dangers. 
The babieii are often housed all the long 
hot hours of the summer day in small, 
dirty, stifling rooms. Their brightness 
and vitality diminish as the sun riset 
higher in the heavens, and when illnesi 
attacks them they are not strong enough 
to resist, and presently they die after suf 
forings of which they cannot tell. 


The parents of such children doubtless 


love them as much as more favored 
parents love theirs, but they do not 
know, and so the little ones perish 
Movements are tinder way in many citief 
and good sized towns to help these fiuf 
ferers, but in most cases those who havs 
essayed to help understand the situatiei 
but imperfectly. They organize corpi 
of physicians who shall treat the littl< 
sufferers gratuitously, and this is well 
They get tip fresh air excursions and 
establish fresh air homos—better yet 
Sometimes they seek to tram the mothers 
and this is best. 


How to do this work most effective!} 


is of course a question yet to be solved 
and undoubtedly the best solutions wil 
vary in different localities. 
In somt 


places the mothers may T>9 trained bj 
"instruction visits" made by womei 
more fortunate in this world than thosi 
whom they would teach. In other placei 
schools with weekly sessions disguised 
as "mothers' meetings" will be found 
more feasible. Whatever be the methoc 
employed, the instructions should bt 
thorough, they should include the dress 
the food, the surroundings and the cars 
of sick babies. They should also be im 
-parted in such a way as not to injure th< 
solf respect of the taught. 


If some such plan as has been hinted 


at in the foregoing could be put intc 
practical operation in the cities and vil 
lagcs of this country, it is likely that th« 
"infant mortality" figures would be 
promptly and permanently diminished.

Some of the virtues of individuals 


may become vices when practiced by the 
masses, tfot long ago a well known 
clergyman preached an eloquent sermon, 
wherein he urged as a remedy for the 
ills of labor that the so called working- 
men and their families be more frugal. 
Bethought that there were too many 
carpets and too much fine furniture in 
the bouses of the common people. He 
was convinced that workrnjj^foH went 
to the theater rather too nruoh and that 
it was entirely unnecessary for them tc 
pay quite so much attention as they dc 
to the freaks of fashion.

stores that give work to so many people 
and supply remunerative income to sc 
much capital. 
Quite one-half of oui 


large manufactories might be closed np, 
and our transportation facilities reduced 
one-half. This form of economy migW 
have answered well enough in the days 
of the lamented Samuel Smiles, but at 
the present time, when our marvelous 
facilities for production are almost be- 
yond our power to consume, it is more 
an economic virtue to teach the, people 
how they may have the power to spend 
money rather than how to refrain from 
doing BO. If everybody were to re- 
duce expenses one-half, the workingman 
would have but half the work to do thai 
he has at nrfiiusrir.

Provided, however, that 
belore tbe final patsageot any sucli ordinance, n 
wiitton or printed copy thereof, with notice of a 
time whon objections will be hoard, shall be 
mailed or delivered to the ownoi ol each nron- 
erty aflectod by such ordinance, and the said 
Committee shall icport to the Bmgcbsand Coun- 
cil the names ot the property owneis coiibentini; 
tc the proposed action, together with the names 
ot those protesting against the same, an 1 the 
names of those, if any, who neither consent nor 
protest, belore tho final vote unon sucli oidi- 
nance.

LEPERS Of MOLOKAL 


THE SETTLEMENT A3 SEEN BY AN 


AMERICAN PHYSICIAN. 


A Tillage Filled With Inhabitant! Whom 


Uve. IUTO tatt All Hope of Earthly 
HappllK M—Work of Olirlntlan Cburobc* 
lo That Destitute Land. 
Dr. Leonard Freeman, a prominent phy- 


iician of Cincinnati, lion retorted from a 
tour of tlio Sandwich Islands, where after 
much trouble he secured the privilege of 
visiting the celebrated leper colony ou the 
island of Molokal Of the island he says: 


It conl itc» about 5,000 acre*. It l» sur- 


rounded < n three sides by the Pacific ocean, 
and guarded on the fourth by oUjimendous 
precipici' which cuts it off from fue rest of 
the world like a gloomy wall There are 
about 1,1'«) lepers in tlie colony, and it to 
true of tine spot if it is of any other that 
"Yswho enter here leave hope beyond." 
Even tht ground itself looks as if it had 
leprosy, v ith its volcanic debris sticking 
through i lie thin soil. 
We went at once to the little Methodist 


church, made of boards and painted white, 
where thi Rev. Mr. Emerson, whom I had 
met on ihesteamei, was to deliver a ser- 
mon. The church was as plain as a church 
could be, with wooden benches and «ome 
pitifully Hmall panes of stained glass In- 
serted ali»ve the windows, in order to im- 
part » religious air to at least a portion of 
the light which entered. Just outside the 
open door I could see thewhito surf pound- 
ing against the black rocks with a roar 
that sometimes threatened to drown the 
voice of t he preacher, 


Tnisvtiui one of the strangest congrega- 


tions in the whole world—some without 
fingers, t -me with their stumps of hands 
and feet done up in rags. There was not 
one who did not In some way show the 
stamp of the loathsome mal«dy. 


They v. ere all dark skinned natives ex- 


cept one ivhlte mau who sat in a front seat, 
tho pictn ro of hopeless dejection. Mr. Era- 
orson spoke earnestly in tho Kanaka luti- 
fruogo, und his audience llbtcnwl euRorly. 
After fcp had finished, he requested me to 
address the congregation, and I preached 
my (Irpt und perhaps last sermon. One of 
the Icpeii, with an obvious paucity of fln- 
gorfc, aro -e mid thanked inc. Among other 
things, lio said ?jo hoped I would live long 
and "ne\ er have leprosy"—a» though lep- 
rosy to him involved every evil in the 
world, «'id if I escaped it I could not fail to 
be happ>. 
After i be sermon wo got some horses and 


rode about tho settlements. T 10 lepers live 
in whitu frame houses about the size of an 
ordinary room and divided into several 
apartm< nts. They do not require much 
fur- 


niture, I.ecauBO they prefer squatting oil « 
floor tii sitting in a choir. They have 
horses, (ntf, dogs and other domestic ani- 
mals, (ind some of them cultivate small 
gardenn 
When a Kanaka gets leprosy, 


horegauls it as a dispensation of Provi- 
dence, Imrys his hopes and ambitions and 
goes to Molokal to die. To be sure, the dis- 
ease is only feelily contagious, but contiv- 
gious it is, and the slovenly, unhealthy 
lives IK! by many natives are conducive to 
its spread. 


Huddled together In small damp huts, 


existing on insufficient uud improper food, 
eating T Ith their dirty fingers ftom a single 
dish, smoking the same pipe, it is no 
won- 


der the J lawmians have been decimated by 
leprosy OIK! afflicted with other terrible 
disease^ 
Oro may live with lepers for 


many } i are, however, without contracting 
leprosy 
It is said that a native woman of 


Honolulu sent three husbands to Molokal 
with tin disease before she developed it 
herself. There are several other churches 
In the c i ilony besides the Methodist, includ 
ing a Cn l hollo church and a Mormon church. 


I met on the island a gentleman named 


Dutton, who hod been an officer in the 
United States army and hod lived for a 
time in Cincinnati. He was formerly 
wealthy and stood high in the social world. 
Five or six years ago he was converted to 
the Cat liollo faith, disposed of his fortune, 
gave uji his social position and wont to Mo- 
lakai to devote the remainder of his life to 
the Icpi i-s. I found him a good looking and 
extreme ly intelligent man, abouc 45 years 
of age, n-ith black hair and beard and a 
pleosinj.' address. He lived in a 1-stonod, 
3-roomul cottage, surrounded by a high 
•tone v all. 
Every morning this good Samaritan puts 


on an old blue blouse and a pair of overalls 
and got -i down to what he calls his "work- 
shop," u small frame house witli a veranda, 
around which are arranged a number of 
benchei and some dishpons filled with 
warm water. 
Miserable, decrepit lepers 


come hobbling i" until the benches are 
filled n i id standing room is at a premium. 
Mr. Dntton, with true religious courage 
and sympathy, bathes the sores in the pans 
of wat< r and applies fresh salve and band- 
ages. 
A Cincinnati lady has presented 


himwiih a largo music box, and while he 
Is attending to these poor people thismus'.o 
box pluys waltzes by Strauss—a genuine 
piece ol sarcasm. Mr. Dutton is nobly car- 
rying out the work inaugurated by Father 
Dnmien, who lived some 10 years among 
the Icpors and finally died a martyr to the 
disease, tho horror of which he had eudeav 
ored so long to mitigate. 


I remained in the leper colony two nights 


and nearly two days and was just as glad 
to get away from the place as I was to get 
into it 
1 never before realized how dreary 
_ .luiia ^^-^.-vi^^nn-spiio-or nratrarar 


scenerv and perfect climate if suffering hu- 
manity formed tho background. Although 
»trlctl} speaking the people do not suffer 
much, u characteristic of the disease is the 
early destruction of sensation, BO that a fln- 
ger ornvenaleg might be hacked off with- 
out much discomfort. They never commit 
suicide. It would be easy to climb the 
precipice that guards their prison and jump 
off. but Ihey do not doit. The truth is, 
they leem comparatively resigned and 
happy There are so many of them that 
they <lo not lack society, and the worst 
cases iu>pear to mingle freely with those in 
the eai liest stages. 


The sisters were just opening some 


Christmas boxes, filled with large, colored 
rubbei balls, dolls and presents of various 
kinds, and I thought to myself, if the peo- 
ple in t he outside world knew how much 
things were needed on Molokal, there 
would be not only a few pitiful little boxes 
to open, but whole steamer loads of them. 


It v. iia with a feeling of relief that I took 


mymaokintosh under my arm,bade farewell 
to the kind hearted doctor and climbed the 
winding trail up the pali. I stood on the 
top ainl took a last view of the leper colony. 
- There was the same little tongue of land for 
below green with moist gross and fringed 
with 11 nes of snowy breakers, rolling against 
block, volcanic rocks. There was the same 
multitude of cottages, shining white in the 
clouds 
But the beauty of the spot, its 
snnliitut, the same blue sky and fleecy 
wateiing place appearance, was gone. I 
knew what a dreary, festering ulcer of a 
hole it really was, and I felt a deep love and 
sympathy for the sisters of charity and the 
fathers and for Mr. Dntton and the good 
doctot who were devoting their lives and 
energies to the lepers in order that their 
living deaths might be a little less hard to 
bear.—Catholic Telegraph.

Apropos o£ t do projected Pan American 


railway It is to bo noted that not only is 
the first cost of railway construction in 
tropical countHes very heavy, but the an- 
nual malntena ice of way is expensive to a 
degree which cannot be appreciated by 
those who hay had no experience In this 
connection. 
The Aittioquia railroad in 


Colombia cost in a single year for repairs 
of track and bi idges $»,SflO per mile. 
Tlio 


Cauca railroad in tho same year cost $3,887 
per mile. Th( so two roadB are In Colom- 
bia and are sometimes mentioned either as 
future fcedcn of the Pan American rail- 
road or parts < f Hi main line. 
On the An- 


tioquia road, if the undergrowth is cut 
at the beginning of the rainy season, less 
than two moaths' rain is sufficient to form 
an arch of gr< en trees 80 feet hiiib, leaning 
over the track so as to shade it completely. 


The constant change of dryness in the 


dnytosoakinn moisture at night, even in 
the dry sensor, would soon ruin the best of 
timber, but n iture furnishes a still quicker 
means of getting "id of it in the shape of 
an ant or wo( dlouse, which is carefi* not 
to mar the out«ide of his domicile, but will 
patiently hon yconib fche inside until what 
htoks like a si lid 12 by 12 stick is but a shell 
from one-eighth lo one quarter of an inch 
thick, filled v. ith dust and ants.

But 
the snake's nyes are very much alive to the 
motions of l he charmer, or to the moving 
drumsticks of his confederate, and being 
alarmed he prepares to strike. A dancing 
cobra—and no other snakes dance—is sim- 
ply a cobra alarmed and in a posture of at- 
tack. Ho is not dancing to tha music, but 
is making ready to strike the charmer.—

in. Old Mulberry will oppose the raising 
of the teachers' salaries, the widening of 
roads, the erection of lampposts and the ap- 
propriation for Memorial day. 
He will 


scon at the Hural Improvement club and 
advise sending old lady Jones to the poor- 
house. He will complain of the number 
of dogs in the town, the taxes and the way 
the postofflce is run, and the only thing 
that will meet with his approval will be 
the now road to tho beach that will save 
him a mile or two in getting his rock weed 
and ruin the cornfields of several of his 
neighbors, among them old Deacon Alder- 
ney, 
who stands next to him stretching out 


his hardy old hands to the warmth. 


Good old hands these are that hang out 


the clothesline for the "hired girl," hitch 
up the new colt to take the women folks 
to the minstrel show or shopping in the 
town, pare apples and crack nuts for the 
children in the evening and give the an- 
imals all a friendly pat as they are put 
up for the long winter night. Old Alderney 
will not oppose anything that he thinks 
will benefit the town or his neighbor. He 
will favor the poor, tired out high school 
teacher's salary I ing raised, and he'll 
carry him round a bushel of potatoes once 
in awhile or a bushul of apples. He will 
offer to keep the lamp lit and in order if 
they'll put a lamppost up in that dark part 
of the road quarter of a mile from his 
house, and ho doesn't mind the taxes if 
they'll only keep the roads broad and the 
sidewalks good, just us good as in their 
neighboring model town of Hopville. He 
thinks Memorial day is a day to be honored 
with a little expense, and bis children all 
belong to the Rural Improvement club, 
and as for old lady Jones he will willingly 
give 60 cents a week toward letting her 
keep the little tenement she is so contented 
in rather than have her go to the poorhouse.

ChooBlnff the TennU Racket. 


To excel in tennis one must pay attention 


to some apparently minor points often dis- 
regarded by inexperienced players, but 
which are nevertheless important, and 
first—the racket. In selecting a racket bear 
in mind that a cheap article will never give 
satisfaction. If you have had no experience 
in buying rackets, the advice of some friend 
who is skillful may be of great service to 
you. 
In regard to weight, the heavier the 


racket the more power it ivill lend to resist 
a hard drive, and a weighty racket will like- 
wise enable the wielder to smash better. 


But, on the other hand, I wunld not advise 


among women a too liberal confidence in 
the strength of their wrists. I should call a 
racket of 13J^ or 11 ounces a heavy one, the 
uniform weight being from 12}$' to IS ounces, 
while a light racket may weigh 11}^ or 12 
ounces. The latter will be found beneficial 
principally to beginners. The balance of 
the racket is also important, for if it be too 
heavy in the head the extra exertion needed 
to swing it quickly will prove a constant 
strain, and again if the handle overbalance 
the head the player will hate difficulty in
